The firemen were answering an 
alarm at the Reading Company’s 
Rutherford Yards when a tank 
car filled with inflammable gas 
hit the derail at the end of a 
track and rolled onto its side 
The tanker, loaded with butane 
gas, sprung a leak and foam 
equipment was sent to the yards 
from the Olmsted Air Force Base 
and from fire companies in the 
area. 
The most seriously injured of 
the Penbrook firemen was Rich­ 
ard Keith. 18, who suffered a 
head concussion and a fractured 
left leg. Physicians at Harrisburg 
Hospital said he was in critical 
condition.
